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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is in response to a letter for patent filed on January 30 th , 2002, in which 
claims 1-39 are remained for examination and new claims 40-45 are added. Therefore, 
claims 1-45 are pending in the letter. 

The rejection to claims 1, 14 and 27 under 35 U.S.C 102(a) as being anticipated 
by Lee ef a/. ("Learning Robot Behaviors by Evolving Genetic Program", IEEE, 
2000) is withdrawn . However, upon further consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection 
is made in view of Watanabe see rejection below. 

The allowability to claims 2-13, 15-26 and 28-45 is maintained . 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1,14 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Watanabe (U.S. Pat. No. 6,114,824). 



As per claims 1,14 and 27, watanabe teaches a calibration system and an 
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associated method that enables a visual sensor attached to robot to be calibrated a 
robot (see fig. 1 and 4) comprising: 

a storage unit for a first robot control program module (see fig. 1 , elements 10, 

20); 

a data processor for executing the first robot control program module (see fig. 1 , 
elements 10, 20, particularly element 21); and 

a data communicator for receiving a second robot control program module (see 
fig. 1, elements 11 and 20); 

wherein when the data communication receives the second robot program 
module, the second robot control module is stored in the storage unit along with the first 
robot control program module and is executed by the data processor (see fig. 1 , 
particularly elements 10, 1 1 and 20). 

4. Claims 2-7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. Claims 8-13, 15-26 and 28-45 are allowed. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 
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The prior art of record fail to teach or fairly suggest selector means for selecting a 
robot control program module to be executed from a robot control program module 
originally included in the robot and the robot control program module added to the robot 
in combination with the other features of the claimed invention. 

7. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
